Dr.  Joyce  Bagwell,  director 
of  the  S.C.  Earthquake  Education 
Center  at  CSU,  has  been  named 
to  the  Charleston  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs  Hall  of  Fame. 
The  Woman's  Club  of  Charleston 
nominated  Bagwell  for  the  Hall 
of  Fame. 

A  native  of  Charleston, 
Bagwell  is  well-known  locally  as 
the  area's  resident  expert  on 
earthquakes.  She  became  the 
principal  investigator  for  the 
Lower  South  Carolina  Seismic 
Network  in  1976  and  proposed  a 
pilot  program  for  the  Earthquake 
Education  Center.  This  proposal 
was  one  of  only  two  chosen  to 
receive  funding  by  the  Federal 
Management  Agency  in  1983. 

Bagwell  and  her  husband 
William  are  members  of 
Summerville  Baptist  Church, 
where  they  have  been  active 
members  for  many  years.  She 
speaks  extensively  to  church  and 
civic  groups  on  earthquake  pre- 
paredness and  was  honored  with 
the  Order  of  the  Palmetto  by 
Governor  David  Beasley  in  1997.

New  master's  degree  added  to  curriculum 


The  newly  created  master's 
of  criminal  justice  program  will 
help  police,  probation  and  parole 
officers,  deputy  sheriffs,  juvenile 
justice  practitioners  and  any 
criminal  justice  professional, 
with  an  undergraduate  degree 
further  their  education. 

The  program,  which  begins 
in  the  fall  1999  semester,  will 
require  the  completion  of  33 
graduate  credit  hours,  and  class- 
es will  be  taught  using  an  inter- 
active approach.  This  type  of 
teaching  will  focus  on  group  and 
individual  research  projects,  dis- 
cussions of  case  studies  and 
computer  applications.  It  is  the 
only  program  of  its  kind  offered 
in  the  Lowcountry. 

Dr.  Elizabeth  H.  McConnell, 
the  chair  of  the  criminal  justice 
department  and  director  of  the 
master's  program,  said  the  pro- 
gram will  prepare  criminal  jus- 


tice professionals  for  midlevel 
management  as  well  as  doctoral 
and  professional  programs. 

CSU  has  offered  a  degree  in 
criminal  justice  for  25  years, 
making  the  addition  of  a  mas- 
ter's degree  a  logical  step. 
Professors  for  the  program  will 
include  two  Ph.D.s,  two  attor- 
neys, and  two  instructors  with 
master's  degrees. 

"The  field  experience  of  the 
students,  coupled  with  the  facul- 
ty's field  experience  in  correc- 
tions, law  enforcement,  and  law, 
makes  for  dynamic  classes,"  said 
McConnell.  "Practitioners  will 
be  better  prepared  academically, 
and  students  pursuing  education 
beyond  the  master's  level  will 
benefit  from  exposure  to  the 
nontraditional  students  who  are 
experienced  practitioners." 

Diana  Vaughan,  county  office 
manager  of  the  Charleston 


County  Department  of  Juvenile 
Justice,  says  having  a  master's 
degree  in  criminal  justice  is  very 
beneficial. 

"If  I  had  not  had  my  mas- 
ter's degree,"  said  Vaughan,  "I 
would  not  have  been  given  the 
opportunity  to  go  into  adminis- 
tration and  management.  It  cer- 
tainly does  give  you  an  advan- 
tage." 

McConnell  stated  that  many 
professions  can  be  tailored 
around  a  criminal  justice  degree 
and  that  the  only  way  to  see  if 
this  degree  would  enhance  your 
career  is  by  calling  the  CSU 
Evening  College  at  843-863-7050. 

Scholarship 
established 

A  scholarship  for  undergradu- 
ate and  graduate  students  majoring 
in  criminal  justice  has  been  estab- 
lished by  Dr.  Elizabeth  H. 
McConnell,  chair  of  the  department 
of  criminal  justice  and  director  of 
the  criminal  justice  master's  pro- 
gram. 

The  Huffmaster/ Johnson 
Endowed  Scholarship  in  Criminal 
Justice  is  designated  for  full-time 
CSU  juniors,  seniors  and  graduate 
students.  Candidates  must  have  a 
cumulative  GPR  of  3.0  and  have 
two  letters  of  recommendation  by 
someone  other  than  a  family  mem- 
ber. Scholarship  recipients  must 
work  in  the  criminal  justice  field  a 
minimum  of  five  years  (i.e.  law 
school  or  graduate  program  in  crim- 
inal justice). 
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T.  O'Neal  Douglas,  chairman 
and  CEO  of  the  American  Heritage 
Life  Investment  Corporation  in 
Jacksonville,  Fla.,  was  awarded  an 
honorary  doctor  of  business 
administration  degree  at  December 
commencement.  This  honor  was 
bestowed  upon  Douglas  for  his 
years  of  leadership  and  guidance 
to  the  insurance  industry  and  for 
his  longtime  support  of  the 
University.

"How  do  we  keep  the  culture 
from  capturing  our  kids?"  is  the 
question  Josh  McDowell  posed  to 
more  than  200  ministers,  youth  lead- 
ers and  parents  who  attended  the 
Church  Staff  Briefing  of  McDowell's 
national  "Right  from  Wrong"  cam- 
paign. The  briefing,  which  53 
churches  participated  in, 
was  held  on  the  campus 
of  Charleston  Southern 
University  on  Friday,  Feb. 
12. 

"We  must  teach  why 
things  are  right  and  why 
things  are  wrong,"  said 
McDowell,  the  father  of 
four. 

McDowell  told  the 
group  that  the  way  they 
were  raised  won't  work 
for  today's  youth.  "Kids 
no  longer  believe  in  bibli- 
cal moral  truth,"  he  said. 

The  "Right  from  Wrong' 
campaign  was  launched  to 
equip  churches  and  families 


to  teach  children  and  teens  how  to 
make  the  right  moral  choices.  The 
second  component  of  the  campaign, 
the  Parent/ Adult  Seminar  took  place 
on  the  CSU  campus  on  Tuesday, 
March  23.

gift  of  life

When  Leslie  Davis  Agle 
talks  about  the  "gift  of  life" 
it's  not  just  a  catch  phrase  that 
she  uses.  For  the  1990  grad, 
the  three  words  define  the 
message  that  she  shares  daily 
in  hopes  of  getting  others  to 
give  the  gift. 

In  August,  Agle  of  Elgin 
became  the  first  executive 
director  of  the  Gift  of  Life 
Trust  Fund  of  South  Carolina, 
an  eleemosynary  (501 -c-3), 
educational,  charitable  corpo- 
ration that  envisions  there 
being  a  donor  for  every  South 
Carolinian  who  requires  vital 
organ  or  tissue  transplants. 

"I  saw  this  position  as  a 
challenge  and  as  an  opportu- 
nity for  me  to  take  an  organi- 
zation and  mold  it  and  get  it 
going,"  said  Agle,  who  had 
previously  worked  for  Happy 
Days  and  Special  Times  in 
Charleston,  Easter  Seals  of 
South  Carolina  and  The 
United  Way  of  the  Midlands. 

Agle's  responsibilities  as 
executive  director  include  - 
but  are  not  limited  to  -  main- 
taining the  administrative 
office,  which  she  operates  out 
of  her  home,  preparing  annual 
reports  for  the  Governor, 
developing  financial 
resources,  managing  volunteer 
programs  and  media  relations, 
and  conducting  informational 
presentations  to  corporations, 
civic  groups  and  individuals. 
She  works  with  an  11 -member 


board  of  directors,  who  serve 
pro  bono  and  are  appointed 
by  the  Governor  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the 
State  Senate.  Dr  Franklin  G. 
Mason  of  Mullins,  a  former 
CSU  trustee,  is  a  member  of 
the  board. 

"We  do  a  lot  of  donor 
awareness,"  said  Agle.  "We 
try  to  get  in  front  of  as  many 
groups  as  possible.  We  also  do 
programs  in  the  schools,  so 
we  can  get  children  to  think 
about  organ  and  tissue  dona- 
tion early,"  she  said,  noting 
that  children  are  one  of  the 
best  ways  to  get  the  message 
to  their  parents  and  older 
individuals  around  them. 

Agle  also  works  closely 
with  the  S.C.  Dept.  of  Public 
Safety,  Division  of  Motor 
Vehicles. 

"Anytime  someone  goes  to 
the  DMV  they  will  be  asked  if 
they  want  to  donate  a  dollar," 
she  said.  Eighty-eight  percent 
of  the  trust's  revenue  comes 
from  the  DMV.  Other  funding 
comes  from  voluntary  dona- 
tions from  the  South  Carolina 
state  income  tax  return,  or 
gifts,  bequests,  and  grants 
from  individuals,  foundations, 
and  associations.  South 
Carolinians  can  also  register  to 
become  a  donor  when  they 
are  making  DMV  transactions. 

She  also  coordinates  pro- 
gramming with  the  S.C. 
Educational  Television. 


Leslie  Agle,  a  1990  graduate, 
is  executive  director  of  the 
Gift  of  Life  Trust  Fund  of 
South  Carolina. 

Her  day-to-day  duties 
also  include  being  a  wife  and 
the  mother  of  a  2-year-old, 
Davis  Christopher. 

Agle  said  working  in  the 
nonprofit  arena  has  been 
rewarding,  but  if  you  had 
asked  her  in  1990  what  she 
would  be  doing  now,  she 
would  have  answered  with 
marketing  or  public  relations. 

The  then  27-year-old,  who 
had  returned  to  college  to 
earn  a  degree  that  she  origi- 
nally started  years  prior, 
wanted  to  use  her  English 
major  and  her  business 
administration  minor  in  the 
public  relations  office  of  a  hos- 
pital. After  consulting  with  a 
friend's  father  who  worked  in 
hospital  administration,  she 
learned  that  she  needed  to 
pay  her  dues,  maybe  work  for 
awhile  with  a  nonprofit  organ- 
ization. 

She  agreed.  The  spring 
after  graduation  Agle  joined 
Happy  Days  and  Special 
Times  of  Charleston  as  a 
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fundraising  coordinator,  now 
known  as  resource  develop- 
ment in  the  nonprofit  world. 

"I  had  no  experience.  I 
had  fairly  little  advertising 
experience,  but  it  was  a  fairly 
new  organization,  so  I  fit  in 
with  the  rest  of  the  staff," 
she  said.  After  a  few  years 
with  the  agency,  Agle's  job 
extended  into  grant  writing 
and  volunteer  recruiting. 

"You  wore  many  hats 
there,"  she  said. 

It  was  at  Happy  Days 
and  Special  Times  that  she 
met  her  husband,  Chris,  who 
was  a  volunteer  camp  coun- 
selor and  an  employee  with 
the  American  Red  Cross 
Southeastern  Tissue  Services. 

"It  was  from  him  that  I 
first  learned  of  organ  and  tis- 
sue donation,"  Agle  said. 
After  getting  married  and 
moving  to  Columbia,  Agle 
said,  she  "didn't  expect  to 
stay  in  nonprofit,  but  then  I 
realized  that  there  are  a  lot 
of  people  who  needed  help." 

As  of  press  time,  a  report 
showed  that  in  South  Carolina 
alone  621  people  were  await- 
ing organ  transplants.  It  is 
also  reported  that  on  average 
10  Americans  die  each  day 
due  to  a  shortage  of  organs 
donated  for  transplantation. 

"People  just  don't  know 
about  the  need,"  she  said.  And 
others  have  questions  about 
what  all  goes  into  being  an 
organ  or  tissue  donor. 

The  trust's  web  site  gives 
the  following  information  on 
who  can  donate:  Individuals 
over  the  age  of  18  can  indicate 
their  desire  to  be  an  organ 
donor  by  signing  a  donor  card 
or  expressing  their  wishes  to 
family  members.  Relatives  can 
also  donate  a  deceased  family 
member's  organs  and  tissues. 


For  example,  when  CSU 
football  player  Scott  Wehnes 
suffered  an  "acute  bleed  in 
the  brain"  in  November,  his 
parents  honored  his  request  to 
have  his  organs  donated. 
Wehnes  was  placed  on  breath-

ing  mechanisms  while  the 
South  Carolina  Organ 
Procurement  Agency  Inc. 
worked  with  Arlan  and  Kathy 
Wehnes  to  carry  out  their 
son's  request  for  organ  dona- 
tion. 

Donation  of  heart,  lungs, 
liver,  pancreas,  intestines,  or 
heart /lung  can  occur  only  in 
the  case  of  brain  death.  The 
donation  of  tissues  such  as 
bone,  skin,  or  corneas  can 
occur  regardless  of  age  and  in 
almost  any  cause  of  death,  the 
web  site  reports. 

Agle  said  that  even  if  you 


sign  a  donor  card  you  must 
make  sure  that  your  next  of 
kin  is  aware  of  your  decision. 

Agle  said  she  wouldn't 
change  anything  about  the  last 
eight  years  of  working  with 
nonprofit  agencies. 

"If  I  had  gone  the  other 
route,  I  would  be  doing  my 
job  and  just  waiting  for  the 
work  day  to  end.  Here,  I  can 
see  an  end  result,"  she  said.  "I 
have  dealt  with  numerous 
individuals  from  all  walks  of 
life  during  my  years  in  the 
nonprofit  environment.  I  have 
thoroughly  enjoyed  working 
with  every  one  of  them,  as 
each  has  a  unique  quality  that 
makes  them  a  valuable  asset 
to  our  society.  I  believe  that 
everyone  deserves  a  chance  in 
life,  and  my  way  of  helping  is 
to  work  to  help  those  with 
special  needs." 

To  current  students  and 
recent  graduates  going  into 
the  human  services  field,  Agle 
had  this  to  say,  "  Make  sure 
that's  what  you  want  to  do. 
You  won't  have  a  high  profile 
job  or  a  high  paying  job;  you 
have  to  be  dedicated.  Do  some 
soul-searching  to  make  sure 
that's  the  right  place  for  you. 
You'll  see  situations  where 
you'll  see  death." 

Agle  said  that  while  you 
won't  get  any  glory,  you'll 
learn  vital  life  lessons  that 
make  you  stronger,  or  simply 
put  how  to  let  go  and  let  God. 

"You'll  learn  to  not  get 
upset  over  the  littlest  thing," 
she  said.

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Luton  clarifies 
French  history

Walking  through  the  chil- 
dren's playground  of  the  Jardin 
du  Luxembourg  in  Paris,  France, 
one  cannot  help  but  notice  the 
hundreds  of  statues  that  line  the 
walls  of  this  pristine  public  park 
and  garden.  Hardly  noticeable, 
though,  is  the  statue  that  pays 
tribute  to  one  of  the  most  recog- 
nized French  children's  authors 
of  all  time,  La  Comtesse  de 
Segur. 

The  best  parallel  to  draw 
between  the  Comtesse  and  more

recent  children's  literature 
would  be  to  put  her  on  the  same 
level  with  Charles  Dickens.  By 
doing  this,  one  can  begin  to 
appreciate  the  impact  she  had  on 
children  of  the  19th  century,  as 
well  as  the  influence  she  has  had 
on  20th  century  writers  of  chil- 
dren's literature. 


In  July  of  1998,  Dr.  Lisette 
Luton,  assistant  professor  of 
French,  was  invited  to  present 
her  paper,  "Judging  the  violent 
content  of  a  novel  by  its  illustra- 
tions: the  case  of  La 
Comtesse  de  Segur" 
at  the  25th  annual 
conference  of  the 
Children's  Literature 
Association  in  Paris. 
This  group  represents 
the  most  revered 
group  of  children's 
authors  in  the  world, 
and  the  invitation  to 
present  a  paper  is 
very  coveted. 

"Attending  this 
conference  allowed 
me  to  hear  about  the 
results  of  current 
research  on  children's 
literature,  which  is 
one  of  my  main  areas 
of  research  interest," 
said  Luton.  "By 
attending  the  confer- 
ence in  Paris,  I  was 
given  the  opportuni- 
ty to  hear  papers 
which  were  specifi- 
cally oriented  toward 
French  children's  lit- 
erature." 

Luton's  paper 
deals  with  children's 


literature  and  the  fine  arts.  She 
specifically  chose  the  works  of 
La  Comtesse  de  Segur  because  of 
her  highly  criticized  work.  The 
Comtesse,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
was  trying  to  use  her  books  as  a 
medium  for  social  reform  in 
postrevolutionary  France. 

"Many  of  the  illustrations  in 
her  books  show  severe  corporal 
punishment,"  said  Luton. 
"What  many  people  don't 
understand,  though,  is  that  she 
had  absolutely  no  control  over 
the  illustrations  that  were  chosen 
for  her  books.  When  someone 
reads  her  books,  they  can  see 
that  the  illustrations  do  not  even 
match  the  content.  However,  by 
just  looking  at  the  illustrations, 
the  subject  matter  of  her  books 
seems  very  severe." 

One  of  the  highlights  of 
Luton's  trip  to  Paris  was  the 
opportunity  to  meet  the  1998 
recipient  of  the  Phoenix  Award, 
Jill  Paton  Walsh.  This  honor  is 
bestowed  upon  the  author  of  a 
book  written  20  years  earlier, 
which  did  not  win  any  signifi- 
cant awards  the  year  it  was  pub- 
lished, yet  has  "withstood  the 
test  of  time." 

"Not  very  often  does  an 
author  get  to  meet  and  discuss 
literature  with  someone  they 
highly  respect,"  said  Luton.  "I 
had  the  opportunity  to  speak 
with  her  and  discuss  her  novel. 
This  was  an  incredible  opportu- 
nity for  a  literature  professor  like 
myself." 

During  her  trip  to  France, 
Luton  took  every  opportunity  to 
expand  her  knowledge  of  the 
language  as  well  as  see  much  of 
the  countryside. 

"I  took  advantage  of  being  in 
France  to  gather  materials  for 
my  French  classes  and  extra-cur- 
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ricular  activities,"  said  Luton.  "I 
took  seven  rolls  of  film  to  use  in 
my  classes  to  demonstrate  the 
various  aspects  of  French  culture. 
1  also  got  to  visit  the  catacombs  in 
Paris,  and  St.  Michael's  Church  in 
Dijon." 

Luton,  who  received  her 
undergraduate  degree  from 
Virginia  Wesleyan  College  and 
her  master's  and  Ph.D.  degrees 
from  the  University  of  Virginia, 
will  have  her  own  book  "La 
Comtesse  de  Segur:  A  Marquise 
de  Sade?"  published  in  1999.  This 
in-depth  account  of  the  life  and 
writings  of  the  Comtesse  de 
Segur  will  uncover  some  of  the 
myths  surrounding  this  famous 
French  author. 


Inabinet  is  revved 
up  for  Jesus

When  the  Rev.  Daniel 
Inabinet  says  he  takes  the 
word  of  God  to  the  streets,  he 
really  means  it.  Inabinet,  the 
pastor  of  Marion  Baptist 
Church,  and  the  former  associ- 
ate pastor  at  First  Baptist 
Church,  Florence,  can  be  found 
around  town  at  church  func- 
tions, visiting  the  sick,  or  at  the 
Harley-Davidson  shop  just 
hanging  out  and  telling  biker- 
dudes  about  the  power  of  God. 

Inabinet,  the  full-time  pas- 
tor, is  also  a  biker-dude  him- 
self.

"The 
bike  takes 
me  to  a 
place  I 
could  not 
normally 
go,"  said 
Inabinet. 
"Everyday 
I'm  sur- 
rounded 
by 

Christians, 
but  when  I 
go  to  the 
Harley 
shop  I'm 

surrounded  by  folks  who  don't 
know  Jesus.  There  I  am  able  to 
let  the  light  of  Christ  shine." 

And  is  his  informal  biker 
ministry  working?  While  in 
church  a  few  Sundays  ago 
Inabinet  heard  the  hum  of  a 
motorcycle  outside  during  his 
service.  A  few  minutes  later,  a 
biker  walked  in  wanting  to 


check  out  Rev.  Hog's  church 
and  ministry. 

"We  have  to  develop  min- 
istries that  meet  people's  needs 
in  the  world,"  he  said. 

Recently  Inabinet  rode  his 
bike  onto  the  campus  of 
Charleston  Southern 
University.  He  served  as  CSU's 
Pastor-in-Residence  during  the 
week  of  Oct.  19. 

"CSU  was  the  place  where 
my  Christian  ministry  was  in 
its  infancy  and  began  to  grow," 
said  Inabinet,  a  1984  graduate.

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Lady  Bucs  serve 
notice  to  opponents

Coming  into  the  1998-99  sea- 
son, women's  basketball  coach 
Fred  Francello  knew  his  team 
had  the  chance  to  turn  some 
heads.   And  they  did.  The 
Lady  Bucs  finished  the  year  18- 
10,  shattering  the  record  for 
most  wins  in  a  season  and  turn- 
ing in  the  first  winning  season 
of  any  Lady  Buccaneer  basket- 
ball team  ever.  Along  the  way 
they  sparked  an  interest  in 
women's  basketball  that  has  not 
been  seen  in  the  Charleston 
area  and  gave  the  22-year-old 
program  its  first  taste  of  success 
and  a  legacy  on  which  to  build. 

Coach  Francello  and  his  staff 
had  high  hopes  for  a  successful 
season,  but  nobody  could  have 
envisioned  the  success  that  was 
going  to  take  place  as  the  team 
won  13  of  their  first  16  games  of 
the  season.  The  Lady  Bucs  were 
getting  national  recognition  for 
their  outstanding  defense  and 
superb  play  by  senior  Crystal 
Carpenter  and  junior  Kate 
Sanford.  Sanford  led  the  confer- 
ence in  rebounding  at  11.5  per 
game,  while  Carpenter  led  the 
conference  in  scoring  at  18.3  per 
game.  Nationally,  the  Lady 
Bucs  are  the  top  defensive  team 
in  the  land.  Their  opponents 
only  shot  34.9  for  the  season. 

This  club  had  high  hopes 
after  winning  12  games  in  each 
of  the  past  two  seasons.  This 
year  the  Lady  Bucs  took  home 
their  12th  victory  on  Dec.  20 
against  Bethune  Cookman. 
Francello  knew  he  had  the  right 
combination  of  youth  and  expe- 
rience to  break  a  school-record 
and  beat  conference  teams  with 
regularity. 


This  season  the  Lady  Bucs 
only  had  eight  players  on  their 
roster  and  each  of  them  played 
a  vital  role  in  their  success.  The 
Lady  Bucs  had  a  good  combina- 
tion of  student-athletes  who 
excelled  in  the  classroom  and 
on  the  court.  Carpenter  made 
first  team  all-conference  and 
was  honored  for  her  academic 
strides,  being  named  the  Big 
South  Conference  scholar-ath- 
lete of  the  year.  Sanford  also 
made  the  all-conference  first 
team  averaging  double  figures 
in  both  scoring  and  rebound- 
ing. 

Carpenter  was  a  deadly  scor- 
er all  season  for  CSU.  She 
eclipsed  the  30-point  mark  on 
four  occasions,  including  a 
career  high  38  against  NC  A&T 
on  Nov.  17  which  also  set  a 
school  record  for  points  scored 
in  a  single  game.  She  eclipsed 
the  1,000-point  plateau  for  her 
career  at  CSU  in  only  two  sea- 
sons, reaching  the  mark  in  her 
last  game,  becoming  the  fastest 
player  to  reach  the  milestone  in 
school  history. 

Freshman  Katie  LaRue  was 
named  rookie  of  the  year  as  she 
averaged  10.7  points  while 
starting  in  23  games.  The 
Greensboro,  N.C.,  native  took 
home  six  rookie  of  the  week 
honors  and  was  named  the  con- 
ference's top  rookie  in  five  of 
the  final  six  weeks  of  the  sea- 
son. She  set  her  career  high  of 
22  points  against  Southeastern 
Conference  member  South 
Carolina.  Then  against  Elon  her 
next  time  out  she  equaled  that 
mark. 

LaRue's  backcourt  mate  Joy 


Taylor  finished  her  junior  year 
with  some  outstanding  play. 
The  junior  from  Wooster,  Ohio, 
led  the  team  in  assists  and  was 
third  on  the  team  in  scoring  at 
11.7  per  contest.  Taylor  along 
with  LaRue  comprised  one  of 
the  top  backcourts  in  the  con- 
ference. 

On  the  baseline  Sanford  was 
joined  by  Jennifer  Shevenock 
who  improved  in  all  aspects  of 
her  game.  The  6-2  junior  aver- 
aged just  under  eight  points  a 
game,  while  pulling  down  8.5 
boards  per  contest  which  is  sec- 
ond on  the  team.  With 
Shevenock  and  Sanford  leading 
the  way  CSU  outrebounded 
their  opponents  by  an  average 
of  6.7  per  game.  For  most  of 
the  season  the  Lady  Bucs 
ranked  among  the  nation's  best 
in  rebound  margin. 

The  Ladv  Bucs  only  lose  one 
starter  off  of  this  year's  club 
and  two  players  in  all. 
Although  the  loss  of  Carpenter 
and  Sandy  Dodson  will  be 
missed,  the  Lady  Bucs  already 
have  two  players  who  will  be 
looked  upon  to  step  right  in 
and  contribute.  Cesurian 
Champagne  and  Ann  Murden 
sat  out  this  season  as  transfers 
and  will  be  ready,  willing  and 
able  to  fill  the  shoes  of 
Carpenter  and  Dodson. 

Carpenter  ended  up  the  sea- 
son third  in  the  nation  in  free 
throw  percentage  at  88.9  per- 
cent from  the  stripe,  while 
Sanford  was  seventh  in  the 
nation  in  rebounds  per  contest. 

Keely  Grawcock  and  Katie 
Sease  became  strong  contribu- 
tors to  the  Lady  Bucs  off  the 
bench.  Both  newcomers  to  the 
program  they  each  brought  a 
different  ingredient  to  the  mix 
that  made  this  year's  club  bet- 
ter. Grawcock  is  a  player  who 
could  go  both  inside  and  out 
for  her  scoring.  With  her  size 
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she  played  a  big  role  inside 
banging  and  grabbing  rebounds 
as  a  top  reserve.  Sease  came  on 
late  in  the  season  to  give 
Francello  an  added  element  off 
the  bench.  She  was  exceptional 
on  the  defensive  end,  while  she 
showed  great  court  awareness 
on  the  offensive  end  finding  her 
teammates  in  good  areas  where 
they  could  score. 

The  season  began  with  a  bang 
as  the  Lady  Bucs  won  their  first 
four  games  by  an 
average  of  21 
points  per  game, 
finishing  that  run 
with  a  67-60  win 
over  the  College  of 
Charleston  on 
Nov.  21.  From 
there  the  team 
headed  into  a 
Thanksgiving 
tournament  in 
Auburn,  Ala., 
where  they  suf- 
fered their  first 
setback  against 
UT-Martin.  But 
the  resilient  Lady 
Bucs  responded 
with  a  string  of 
five  straight  wins, 
three  of  those  on 
the  road,  to 
improve  to  9-1  on 
the  season.  At  the 
time,  it  was  the 
best  record  of  any 
women's  basketball 
program  in  South 
Carolina. 

By  the  time  the  Lady  Bucs 
came  into  the  Big  South 
Conference  play,  the  grueling 
pace  of  the  season  had  begun  to 
take  its  toll.  The  Lady  Bucs 
dropped  their  conference  open- 
er to  Radford  in  overtime  but 
rebounded  to  win  three 
straight,  including  the  biggest 
win  in  program  history. 

The  Liberty  Lady  Flames 
came  into  the  CSU  Field  House 
having  not  lost  a  conference 


game  in  two  seasons.  The  pre- 
season #1  pick  and  two-time 
defending  conference  champi- 
ons had  all  their  players  back 
from  the  28-1  team  a  year  ago. 
But  all  of  that  did  not  matter  to 
the  Lady  Bucs,  who  came  out 
and  hit  60  percent  of  their  shots 
from  the  field  and  handed 
Liberty  a  66-60  loss. 

The  win  served  notice  to  the 
conference,  who  had  voted  CSU 
#3  in  preseason  polls,  that

Charleston  Southern  had 
arrived  and  was  ready  to  vie 
for  a  championship.  But  such 
phenomenal  success  came  with 
a  price  tag,  as  the  Lady  Bucs 
became  marked  players,  a  sur- 
prise no  more. 

CSU  won  three  straight 
games  and  had  a  2-1  conference 
record  heading  down  the 
stretch.  With  only  eight  players 
on  the  roster,  the  team  had  to 
conserve  its  energy  for  the  run 


ng 


to  the  title,  but  the  way  proved 
difficult  as  the  team  played  a 
tough  schedule  of  four  games 
in  six  days,  all  against  confer- 
ence opponents. 

Charleston  Southern  nearly 
pulled  off  another  upset  as  they 
came  together  to  lead  the 
University  of  South  Carolina 
Lady  Gamecocks  for  35  of  the 
40  minutes  of  their  game,  at 
times  leading  USC  by  as  many 
as  20  points. 

In  the  end,  the 
Lady  Bucs  entered 
the  tournament  as 
the  #4  seed  and 
cruised  past 
Winthrop  in  the 
first  round  72-61. 
But  then  came  the 
final  test  as  top- 
seeded  Liberty 
Lady  Flames,  still 
remembering  their 
trip  to  Charleston, 
squared  off  with  the 
Lady  Bucs  in  the 
semifinals.  The 
Lady  Bucs  were  up 
to  the  challenge 
early,  leading 
Liberty  for  the 
majority  of  the  first 
half.  But  as  the 
game  wore  on,  the 
entire  weight  of  the 
season  sat  heavy  on 
the  team's  shoul- 
ders, and  they  fell  to 
end  the  year. 

Despite  the  final 
score,  the  Lady 
Buccaneers  have  left  an  indeli- 
ble mark  on  the  program,  the 
school  and  the  community. 
Never  before  had  a  women's 
basketball  program  been  so 
prominent  in  the  media  and 
minds  of  its  fans.  Followers  of 
the  team  over  the  Internet  and 
fans  from  around  the  world 
took  notice  as  never  before.  But 
to  hear  from  the  players  on  the 
team  and  the  coaching  staff,  the 
best  is  yet  to  come.

New  to  the  team  are  jun- 
ior college  starts  Robert  Tyree, 
Tom  Januchowski  and  David  List. 

John  Rocco  has  the  opportunity 
to  put  a  major  dent  in  the  record 
books  this  season.  The  senior  hit 
.318  last  year  and  led  the  team  in 
stolen  bases  and  triples. 
Charleston  Southern  had  six  play- 


ers who  hit  .300  or  better  a  year 
ago.  Along  with  Rocco,  third 
baseman  Darryl  Clark  will  return 
with  his  .301  average  and  outfield- 
er Patrick  Siemers,  who  led  CSU 


with  a  .356  batting  average  in 
1998.
